If you're not reading Herbert 


Hoover's Memoirs, running serially 
in Collier's magazine, you ought 
to be. In the October 6 issue, now 
on the newstands, Mr. 
Hoover 


writes: 


"Mr. Coolidge was not especially 


interested in social or economic 
questions. He was most reluctant 
to take any action in advance of 
the actual explosion of trouble in 
those sectors. One of his sayings 
was, 'It you see 10 troubles coming 
down the road you can be sure 
that nine will run into the ditch 
before they reach you and you will 
have to battle only one.' " 


Young folks of this generation 


look on Mr. Hoover as a conserva- 
tive. But 30 years ago he was hail- 
ed as a great liberal. The true con- 
servative was President Coolidge 
—and Hoover's Memoirs tell the 
story just as newspapermen rem- 
ember it in the day-by-day head- 
lines. 


Coolidge was correct in saying 


that of the 10 troubles coming down 
the road only one would probably 


t rench a President. But even that 


10th one, he failed to sec. 


Hoover reports that the Republi- 


can cabinet 
under 
Coolidge, of 


which he was a member, voiced 
alarm over the run-away specula- 
tion of the late 1920s. But Coolidge 
considered it beyond the realm of 
political action and; refused 
to 


taxc a hand. The buildup under 
Coolidge developed a crash just as 
Hoover was taking office — and 
ruined Republican prestige for all 


1 the years since. 


The Memoirs make interesting 


and thoughtful reading. 


If Coolidge discounted the wolves 


coming down the nation's highways 
perhaps today's government exag- 
gerates them, running forward with 
a weapon to fight .each and every 
one. 


The truth is always somewhere 


between what the conservative dis- 
counts and the ratf'csl exaggerates.

records for that part of the busi- 
ccss covered by the restaurant reg- 
ulation. 


In the case of dru$ stores, sales 


, of malts, sundaes and milk shakes 


are considered food sales and are 
covered by the regulation. 


A provision is made in the amend- 
ment to allow such "combination 
establishments" which have not 
kCtft separate records to establish 
weir own "food cost per dollar of 
sales" experience.
